The City Council extended the elderly- 
assistance taxi program until Nov. 1 at its 
meeting Monday night in an effort to buy 
time that will be used to work out revisions 
to the present program 
The trial program was begun .luly 2 and 
was originally estimated to cost $1.000 over 
a three-month period Figures released for 
the months of July and August alone 
showed 
some 
$4 ,529 
were 
spent 
to 
subsidize two Ux’al cab companies. City 
Cab and Yellow Cab. both owned by Kay 
Hatfield 
Albert Cusick. an accountant for the two 
cab companies, announced to the council 
that Hatfield was willing to lower liis 


current base rate to 50 cents in hopes of 
alleviating some of the financial load to the 
city 
and 
elderly 
patrons 
Both 
cab 
companies are currently charging a 55-cent 
base rate fee 
According to Cusick. a cut to 50 cents 
would represent an 8 per cent drop in 
Hatfield’s gross profits. “ We have suffered

('ouncilman Carl Franklin indicated in 
pre-council session that possibly some 
persons were “ over-usmg" the assistance 
program The city now pays half of the fee 
for Sedalians HO or over 
"The people haven't saved that much."

The City Council was brought into yet 
another controversy Monday night as about 
50 residents of Heritage Village Mobile 
Home Park clashed with management of 
the park over alleged over-crowding and 
health and safety factors that have led to 
discontent. 
Dr. Jam es Houchens, 223 Colonial Lane, 
serving as a spokesman for the residents, 
said 
the 
mobile 
home 
park 
patrons 
were originally told that only 17 8 units 
would be located there, but with a change 
in management, he said, there are about 
300 units at Heritage Village 
Clarifying this situation, Ellis tlarner. 
Columbia, a co-owner of the mobile home 
park who purchased it this spring from E. 
W Thompson, told The DeimxTat-Capital 
the park was designed with 303 "p ad s" or 
mobile home lots. He said there are 
currently 17 0 units in the park, with a 
projected maximum population of 250 
mobile units. 
"Som e of the mobile home owners have 
been spoiled." he said "They have been 
using up parts of adjoining lots that are not 
theirs. We purchased this park to make a 
profit and that’s what we intend to do We 
aren’t deliberately crowding anybody, we 
are just beginning to occupy more of pads 
that have been vacant in the past ." 
H ouchens,

also 


contended that mobile homes were being 
sold on the premises, which he claimed 
violated city ordinances. Mayor Jones, 
substantiated this claim, saying that after 
touring the grounds, he "did notice an 
apparent effort to sell mobile homes."

Woodrow 
Garrison who. along with City License 
Inspector Bob Brown, is responsible for 
enforcing city zoning regulations, indicated 
Tuesday that many variables enter this 
particular situation.

determined that mobile homes were sold 
on the premises before it was annexed into 
the city in 1968. Garrison said. This is true, 
he explained, because of a city ruling which 
holds that if a party is doing something in 
an area outside the city limits which 
violates a city statute, the party may not be 
forbidden from continuing that action after 
the area is annexed into the city 
However, (iarrison continued, if it can be 
proved that mobile homes were not sold on 
the property prior to annexation, it would 
be illegal for any party to begin such 
action.

The full-time mayor controversy bolted into the spotlight once 
again at Monday evening’s City Council meeting as Robert 
Eidson, a one-man crusader on behalf of full-time city 
government appeared with "several hundred" signatures on 
petitions favoring a full-time mayor 
Eidson was once again rebuked by Democratic members of 
the council headed by Third Ward Couneilman Carl Franklin 
and his ward counterpart. Bob Wells 
"I don’t intend to let something like this get by." Eidson said 
of the council’s inaction on the full-time mayor plan. "You took 
the last liberty I had, the ballot, and threw it away." 
Eidson explained Tuesday morning he didn't know exactly 
how many petition signatures he has thus far collected, but said 
the number in his possession is currently "dver 5 00" and that 
"38 more petition blanks are still out in the field ” 
He did not formally present his petition collection to the 
council. Eidson said, because "they (the council) refused to tell 
me how many it would take to get them to take action. If they 
had given me a figure, 1 would have begun reading the names off 
last night but they didn’t do it so 1 didn’t present anything. " 
Eidson indicated that if the eouneil continues in its refusal to 
provide him with a figure he will begin a referendum petition 
drive requesting the council to follow through on the wishes of 
the majority of voters on the full-time mayor issue as expressed 
in the April opinion ballot 
"I know there’s a definite formula that would tell me what 
percentage of the registered voters would be needed to sign the 
petition. ” Eidson said "If we do it by referendum ballot, the 
council will be forced to act." 


Wells, speaking Monday night of Eidson's petitions, said he 
"didn’t believe m pressure groups" and that there was "only a 2 
per cent" spread in the .\pril advisory ballot 
i t was really only 
a 52 per cent margin," Wells .said of the full-time mayor 
plurality 
Franklin supported Wells' contention, saying: "1 counted the 
votes in the Third Ward and that s who I went with," Franklin 
has stated repeatedly that he is voting on the issue in the 
manner his ward did in the advisory vote. 
A total of 4 69 persons in the Third Ward voted for a full-time 
mayor while 4 4 5 voted against the idea. Sixty-nine other persons 
in the Third Ward voted for a full-time administrator Franklin 
and Wells are apparently combining figures of those voting 
against a full-time mayor and those voting for a full-time 
administrator to show that the ward voted against the full-time 
mayor plan 
The figures were made availabh' to The DenuxTat-Gapital by 
('ity Clerk Ralph Dedrick shortly after the April election 
Wells later defended his stand saving. "We ve made as gocxi a 
progress as anywhere around here, what's wrong with Seiialia’.’" 
Discu.ssing the current mayor situation. Wells added. "We don t 
need a full-time mayor, the mayor's seat is one of the greatest 
honors this town can give” 
Continuing. Wells said that in past years when Sedalia needed 
a full-time mayor, no funds were available .Moments later he 
said. "We don’t have enough money now to have a full-time 
mayor”

in the works and 
was expected

adopted 
Charles J DiBona, Love’s deputy, said 
that action was delayed only by the need 
to issue an environmental impact state­ 
ment. as has been done, and to review 
comments on it. 
He said adoption of the noswitching rule 
would probably occur within a few weeks 
The mandatory 
allocation systems are 
based on the distribution pattern of the 
fuels during the past year. Love said. 
However, the allocation systems include 
provisions for priority distribution to users 
in particular need, such as home heating in 
New England and the upper Midwest, 
where winters are severe. 
Love said the attempt to distribute fuels 
fairly by voluntary cooperation from the 
petroleum industry was a failure and that 
mandatory

mild diabetic uses alcohol, and 
specifically if he ingests 10 or 20 
ounces of vodka daily, will his 
blood sugar content increase*’ 


Dear Reader — A gram of 
digestible carbohydrate such as 
simple table sugar is totally 
converted 
to 
blood glucose 
(often called blood sugar). and a 
gram of table sugar produces 
about 3.9 calories in the body 
Not all carbohydrates produce 
the same number of calories. A 
gram 
of 
carbohydrate from 
mature 
bean 
seeds 
may 
produce a little more than four

Both 
kinds of amino acids can be 
used for energy if there are not 
enough food sources for energy 
otherwise. Generally 100 grams 
of mixed portein can form 60 
grams of glucose. 
Since carbohydrates and fat 
should be used for energy and 
th^^reby spare the body the 
necessity to use its precious 
proteins for energy, they are 
sometimes spoken of as having 
protein sparing action. 
F*ats are composed of fatty 
acids and glycerol. The latter 
represents a very small part of 
ihe calorie or chemical part of 
the fat particle.

fatty acids, where the real 
energy level is located, cannot 
be converted to blood glucose 
The problem with eating too 
much fat for a diabetic is that it 
tends to increase the blood fat 
and cholesterol levels and this 
in turn increases the likelihood 
of heart and vascular disease 
(heart 
attacks, 
strokes, 
gangrene of the foot) which is 
already a problem in diabetics. 
Also, too many fatty acids lead 
to excess formation of ketones 
or acetone which can upset the 
body 
chemistry 
and 
are 
involved in producing diabetic 
acidosis and coma. 
Alcohol, first of all. does 
provide a lot of calories If you 
are regulated to a given amount 
of insulin for a particular diet, 
remember 
it 
changes 
your 
calorie intake. Apparently it is 
not converted to glucose. It can 
be converted to fat in normal 
people, and often is in the 
person who drinks too much In 
the absence of insulin it tends 
to go the metabolic energy 
route of fats, thus producing 
more ketone bodies 
Besides 
that, it is potentially damaging 
to the liver — which also is a 
problem for diabetics anyway. 
I don't think anyone who 
needs 
insulin 
should 
be 
drinking alcohol, and if they 
must have an occasional drink, 
that should be limited to one 
jigger of an alcoholic beverage. 
In no case could I recommend 
10 to 20 ounces of vodka a day 
to 
anybody, 
much 
less 
a 
diabetic requiring insulin

China last y ear, and thu s con­ 
tribu ted indirectly to the war 
settlement 
Agricu ltu re Secretary Earl L 
Bu tz said in an interv iew that a 
desire for American food ex ­ 
ports led the Ru ssians and (’hi­ 
ñ ese to u se their influ ence on 
this cou ntry 's behalf and show 
restraint in su ch delicate areas 
as

Asia 
and 
the 
Middle East. 
"I can't get specific. " Bu tz

Since I began pu blic life as a 
M ember of Congress in 19 6 1.1 
hav e adv ocated strong federal 
gu n controls req u iring that all 
firearms be registered and all 
firearms owners licensed, with

New York ’s m u rder 
rate is ninth among the nation’s 
largest cities, 50 per cent lower, 
for ex ample, than Dallas, which 
has minimal firearm s control.

Nurmi had suffered several 
heart attacks in recent years 
and had been partly paralyzed 
•A star in alt distances be­ 
tween 1..500 meters and the 
marathon, 
he set 28 world 
records and won seven gold 
medals in the Olvmpics in 1920. 
1924 and 1928 


He probably would have won 
more, but on the eve of the 1932 
games in Los Angeles, he was 
declared 
a 
professional and 
banned 
from Olympic com­ 
petition. Nurmi went into semi­ 
seclusion for several years and 
always thereafter was bitter to­ 
ward sports writers, accusing 
them of giving wrong informa­ 
tion to the Olympic committee. 


Nurmi became a successful 
businessman and operated a 


profitable 
construction 
com­ 
pany until his death 
A divorced man. he lived in a 
dow’ntown apartment house he 
owned and. until his first se­ 
vere heart attack several years 
ago. ran a mile or more each 
morning After the condition of 
his heart forced him to stop 
running, he could be seen every 
morning strolling in the parks 
with his housekeeper-nurse. 


.As he grew older, his bitter­ 
ness toward the press eased, 
and he gave his first interview 
in years on his 70th birthday 
His theme was that the athlete 
of today had too many artificial 
and mechanical aids. 


“ In my time we only ran as 
fast as we could.” he said “We 
didn't have any scientific tricks 
to help us.” 


He said that he just ran 
against the clock, without con­

197 3 Jays continue on the same path 
as past Jefferson City football clubs

If Saturday night’s game is any indication of 
what's forthcoming from the unpredictable (at least 
to date) Smith-C'otton Tigers, head coach Greg Cook 
can breath a little easier. But his break can't be very- 
long. since Friday night, the Bengals will open the 
Central Missouri Conference season with Jefferson 
City, a team with more legend than a United States 
.Armv map. 
With only three games under their belt, the 1973 
football season has already been one of ups and 
downs. Cook is hopeful that this will be an up week. 
If it isn’t S-C could be in for real trouble. 
After a brilliant start nearly three weeks ago 
against the Marshall Owls, the Tigers have since 
bwn on a yivyo course. They slipped from a 19-14 
win over the' Owls to a humiliating 20-0 defeat in 
.lefferson City against Helias. Saturday night on a 
rain-soaked .Jennie Jaynes field, the Bengals put it 
all together bombing St. Joseph Lafayette. 41-0. a 
team that came into the game with a ‘2-0 record, the 
strong throwing arm of Mark VanMeter and two 19- 
year-old p la vers. 
Jefferson Citv isn't fancy, they don't do anything 
tricky; they just run at you. wait for you to make 
some mistakes and run at you some more. 
As evidence of their rushing attack, of the 784 
yards the Jays have tallied so far in total offense. 674 
have come on the ground 
Thev are balanced; the statistics from Friday's 34- 


12 win over Hannibal found fullback Rusty Sweaney 
netting 111 yards, halfback Delbert Thomas added 
101. while his counterpart on the other side — David 
Lynch — picked up 91 
For the season. Thomas leads the club with 264 
yards on 41 carries; Lynch follows with 222 on 31 
attempts. Sweaney is third, picking up 123 yards on 
26 carries. 
The Jays are as tough defensively as any outstate 
team in Missouri. Going into Friday’s contest, they 
had yielded only 45 yards on the ground and helil 
their opponents to but 15 first downs. 
Hannibal didn’t fair much better, picking up only 
41 yards rushing on ‘20 attempts. Like the Jays’ other 
two fix's. Raytown South and Kansas City East, the 
Pirates were forced to the air in an effort to stay in 
the game. 
.Jefferson City is showing the same consistency 
this year that has been a trademark of Pete Adkins’ 
teams since 1958. Adkins took over the club that 
year, bringing with him from his seven-year stint at 
Centralia a 49-12-2 high school coaching mark. That 
winning tradition is continuing at Jefferson (Jty. 
where his teams have won 138. lost only eight and 
tied but two. 
In his 16 years as the Jays' head coach, Adkins has 
lost only two conference games — both to Columbia. 
Both times it cost him the league championship 
Smith-Cotton was able to tie Jefferson City in 
1958 , 6-6. Those are the only three blemishes the 
Jays have on their record during the Adkins’ regime. 


If the past two performances against Jefferson 
City mean anything. S-C fans may be in for one of 
the best football games ever in the history of Jennie 
Jaynes Stadium 
It took a super effort by defensive halfback 
Delbert Thomas in Jefferson City to stop the Tigers’ 
upset bid in the final seconds of last year's game. 
Thomas managed to push wide receiver Rick Carter 
out of bounds at the one-yard line after Carter and 
quarterback Paul Kostopolus hooked up on a 39- 
yard pass play 
.Jefferson City won the game, 14-13. 
In the Jays’ 14-6 win in 1971 here, the Tigers came 
within one fluke TD and two crucial penalties of 
winning that one. 
But that's just football 1 guess. 
.Although the Tigers have nothing more than the 
tie to show for the series since Adkins has been in 
command, the overall series (records only go back to 
19‘23) is surprisingly close. Jefferson City has won 
26 
. the Tigers 20. There has been only the one tie. 
In CIVIC competition, however, the Jays hold a 23- 
14-1 record over Smith-Cotton. 
There’s enough information on Jefferson City 
under Adkins to write a book, like the team's 71- 
game winning streak that stands as a national 
record . 
Adkins' winning percentage (1958-72) of

It goes without much comment that the Tigers

Bu t U N. observ ers report 
that the islanders are div ided 
ov er whether they shou ld stay 
together or split u p and wheth­ 
er they shou ld rem ain u nder 
the U nite<f States or tak e some 
degree of self-gov ernment. 
G e r m a ny controlled the 
islands before World War I, 
and Japan had them between 
the wars. The United States 
took them in World War II . The 
U.N. 
Secu rity 
Cou ncil 
gav e 
Washington a tru steeship ov er 
them on April 2. 19 47 . 
The 
agreem ent 
made 
the 
islands 
a 
so-called 
strategic 
tru st territory . That allowed 
the U nited States to establish 
bases and station forces there 
bu t req u ired that it mov e the 
inhabitants toward self-gov ern­ 
m ent or independence. 
E v en before that, howev er, 
the United States had started 
u sing some of the islands as 
atomic test zones, and Bik ini 
Atoll became an international 
hou sehold w ord. 
Bik ini, Eniwetok and Kwaje- 
lein are part of the Marshall 
Islands, one of three grou ps in 
Micronesia. The others are the 
Carolines, which inclu de Pe- 
leliu , and the M arianas, of 
which Saipan and Tinian are 
part. Saipan is the territorial 
capital. 
The United States u ltimately 
saw 
the 
islanders 
dev elop 
enou gh political consciou sness 
to establish a Congress of Mi­ 
cronesia. Fou r y ears ago. a del­ 
egation from the congress be­ 
gan talk s with U.S. officials on 
the territory ’s fu tu re. 


They had agreed by last y ear 
that Micronesia shou ld hav e 
self-gov ernment in free associ­ 
ation with the United States. 
Then the congress su ddenly in­ 
stru cted its delegates to seek 
independence. The talk s were 
su spended. 
Since then, the United States 
has begu n separate talk s with 
delegates from the legislatu re 
of the Marianas. 
The Marianas islanders hav e 
V 


v oted sev eral times for separa­ 
tion from the rest of Micronesia 
and u nification with G u am , for­ 
merly part of the M arianas bu t 
now a direct U.S. dependency .
